Examiners must complete an Interview Summary Form for each interview held where a matter of substance has been discussed during the 
interview by checking the appropriate boxes and filling in the blanks. Discussions regarding only procedural matters, directed solely to restriction 
requirements for which interview recordation is otherwise provided for in Section 812.01 of the Manual of Patent Examining Procedure, or pointing 
out typographical errors or unreadable script in Office actions or the like, are excluded from the interview recordation procedures below. Where the 
substance of an interview is completely recorded in an Examiners Amendment, no separate Interview Summary Record is required. 

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate Paper No., placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
aqreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's arguments regarding the 112 1st and 2nd paragraph 
rejections set forth in section 3 and 4 of the last Final Office Action have been found persuasive. As such, these 
rejections will be withdrawn. Applicant further argues the 102 rejection set forth in section 5 of the Final Office Action, 
stating that Baravian et al., fails to explicitly teach needling the two layers such that a portion of the synthetic fibers 
present in the non-woven layer penetrates the non-woven layer containing glass layers. This argument has been found 
persuasive. However, it is the position of the Examiners that a 103 rejection exists. As such, Applicant intends to 
submit a formal response to the Final Office Action. . 
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
